In each one is a , 
large reel containing a mile of inch , 
rope. The boats are run alongside of , 
each other, and the ends of the ropes 
from each boat's reel are spliced. This 
makes a continuous rope two miles 
long, and, in reality, lashes the two 
wreck finders, or sweep boats, as they 
are sometimes called, together. 

The boats then run in opposite di¬ 
rections until they are half a mile 
apart. Then they take their course 
and run parallel to each other, the. 
windlasses or reels in each boat in tlie 
meantime having been released and 
paying out the rope from the stern of 
j each boat through a ring in the eml of 
an Iron polo that extends out over tlie 
stern. When a sufficient length of rope 
luis been paid out two large weights 
of 300 pounds or more each are run 
down the rope from tlie stern of each 
boat. These weights sink to Hie bot¬ 
tom nwl hold the half mile of rope 
about four foot from the ground, so 
that the rope forms a sweep half a 
mile long, catching anything that 
comes ii its way. Sometimes one of 
1 the swer ■ boats will remain at anchor 
' ami the . her boat rim around ft radius 
1 of half r mile, and clearing up a mile 
' of ground. When tlie sweep rope catcli- 
’ i os fast is indicated by tlie pulling 
1 down, s methues almost under water,
